How swest and
frank is her glance aa ghe looks np from the
frame over which her delieats fingars are play-
Ing, all nuconscions of the admiration she is
exciting! Whatinaivets, ingennonsness, inno-
cence in her countenance; what native simpli-
pity in the attitude, what artleas elegance in
the dress |

She has the face of an augel, the form of &
Venns, the ekill of Apelles, and the wisdom of
Minerva. ‘“Love gaw her gleepiug and took
her for Psyoche; she awoke, and Le went away
inconsolable,’’ said or sang au admiring abbs
and incipient ecardinal, *‘'‘She {3 a demon in
disguise, profligate, rapacions, eelfish, cold-
hearted—the evil genius of her country,”
wrote a stdrn, perhaps disappointed politi-
vlan.

The name of the artist and of the sitter will
explain the charm of the plotare, and in a
mieasure account for these coutradictory eati-
mstes of the charaoter. The painter {s Greuze,
the lady represented the Marquise de Pompa-
donr. The original painting is at Hampton
Court, No 776 In the catalogne, No. 086 on
the register; yon will do well to examine it
next time yon visit the old palace.

¥rench soclety Las often been instauced as a

roof of the gallantry of our lively neighbora.

t is at least a distivetive feature of the na-
tional character. Wea have had imitations of
those exquizite sulons and presiding ddesses, bn.
tlie imitations have been tawe, the jmitators
fnadequate, their influence coufined aud evan.
escent, In other Karopean capitals thers have
hardly been even imitations. The inatitution
is exsentinlly vpational, and likely to remain
go; and even in France it may be considered
almost a thiog of the past, & tradition of the
ancien rfgime, What there is of it mow looka
very much of a travestie.

Long as ia the list of remarkable women to
whom has been ceded the role of giving the
tone to vourt and society in Irance, noue has
reigued with a8 firmer power, and nooe has had
wiﬁer or more lasting influence than tha
Marguise de Pompadour, n'e Jeanoe- Antoinette
Polsson.

It is & curious aud not nuinstractive history,
that of the Pompadoar.

Her father was an army contractor, dis-
graced, rehiabilitated; as would seem, not rich;
vulgar, nneduoated, altogether insignificant.
Her mother—well, scandal, when it wished to
wound the dangliter, spoke ill of the mother
in varions ways; but whether traly or not it
is perhaps too late to ascertain, and is hardly
worth while to ingunire. DBat for her daughter
she wounld not have been gpoken of at all, and
her memory may bae allowed to rest in its nat-
nral obsenrity. ILis pretty certain, however,
that whether eduonted or, aa is more likely,
comparatively illiterate, she was olever and
clear-headed, withont being over-scrupulouns;
8aw her danghter’s capabilities, and employed
all her skill and shrewdness in training la
belle Poisson to make a more conspicuous
figure in the world than she made herself.

Jeanne-Autoinstte was Uorn at Paris In 1720
gay the earlier accounts, in 1723 ingists lher
latest and most devoted biograpker: —and it ia

charming dresser; in short, a miatress of all
the ocoguetries, and—on the sanny side of
gevexrteen, Boarmed and trained for conguest,
ghe could hardly fall to congner,

An old fermhier-general, the wealthiest of his
olaes, flattered after her, but he had bardly
ginged his wings when Le dropped aud died,
Madame was at & loss how to dispose of her
daughter, and M. Lenormand de Tarneheim
again oame in as deier er machind. He had a
nephew, M. Lenormand 4'Etoilles, souns-fer-
mier-general, wealthy, amiable, just mads for
Mademoigelle. They were martied .lrunmry_’
1739, the lady Leing in her ffteonth (or was it
her eighteenth ?) yoear. Ah, bat &she
was happy now ! ITad her own salon, where
she conld gather some notables about her, aud
play and sing; her country house, her carriage;
moved in good socwety, and, to crown all,
within a year a little deughter was added to
the family group.

Yet to ba only Madame Lenormand d'Etolillea
—was this a sufficisnt result of so much love.
liness, suoh wit and patient culture ¢ Madama
conld hardly think so. Bhe had chsrished
that sayivg of maman. The king often came
v0 hunt in the forest of Senart, in the neigh
borhood of which was Ler country house;
might she not possibly fascinate him? fhe
addregeed hersell rvesolulely to the trial.
Sometimes she drove her phuoton through
the alld e85, gometimen ahie wmoanted on
horseback and rode into the thiokest
parts of the forest or showed hersell foremost
in the chase, She caught the eve of the king,
ard recsived s passing notiee; but ne more.

affairs, a man wholly given up ta
gelf-indulgence. The Marquise saw  that
her part wus to provide for him con-

stant amusement, gratilleation. It was a hard
and wesrisome employment, but she made
the Lest of it. The reign of the Pompadonr wag
a period of rampant vica, bat over whit might
have been mercly Lage and iguobls she thraew
an outer garb of rellnement,

Never did the Frenvh court wear suoh an
air of voluptuouns yet elegant gaiety as during
the pineteen years of Lor Louis lav-
ished honses and land npon the Marquise, bt
they were insuficient to meet her sxpeoses:
aud it was not till she was able to make almost
unlimited oalls wupon the nationnl ex-
chequer thet her penius for spleudor
found free scope. OFf her houses, Cl Y,
“geat of soft delight,” was that to which tha
king most loved to resort withont the trappings
of royalty. Here, surronnded with evory ap-
piinuce of luxury, ehe gathered about her the
preudest of the nobles, statesmen and soldiers,
the most biilliant of the men of lettars and
artiets, and the fairest of the ladies of France.
Here wits talked their brightest, women looked
and dressed their beet. The sweelest voicas
and ablest musioinns charmed the ear with
their melodles; the choleest lowers loadad the
air with their perfumes; the walls wera gracad
with pictures and senlpture. The Margnise
had logt nome of her delight in theatrical
amusements, and at Cholssy sha repsatedly
improvized a ltte opera or cowedy,
or divertissemment.

It was o follow the playa that
the Pompadonr invented the famous

protils . of  Choelssy, where, in a
dainty room hung round with the canvasdes
of bioncher, Urcuze, Watlean, Vauloo, the
k‘ll.j: rl!_lllmi with N r'fn'f,un l"!]tl-"'f] Fuusts ill
luxarious privacy. No gervant euntored ths
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room, even to bring in the viands. A note
was laid on & oconsole in the oorner of the
room; & bell was sonuded, silently the table
descended, and as siléntly returned, beariog
on i, a8 was ordered, the rarest dishes, fraits,
wines, in vessels of plate, or glass, or Bavres,
We are accnstomed to these ‘lifia' as we call
them—vilgarizing the nama a5 well as the
thing—but when ths Pompadonr Invented
them they were regardad as & stroke of ganins,
and théir execntion a triumph of Loriot's art.
Rumor told of the orgles of whioch these petite
soupes were the ooconsion; but though all that
Inxory could imagine was expended on them,
it may be donbted whether they went beyond
a refined voluptnonsnesa,

The king rather affected these salact aud
semi-secret partles, and the Marguise eun-
couraged his taste. HKven when her power
had reached its highest, and she displayed it
most ostentationsly, she reserved for her own
apartment ita haunghtiest exhibition. The

|

King of Prussia, Carlyle’s Friedrieh, had re. |
{ that the abgolntism of France became at once

pulsed her advances, though made throngh
Voltaire when Voltaire was most in favor—
pretending not to know her, whilst he be-
stowed on the king a nicknums on her ao-
connt—but the Empress of Austria answered
her with empressement, addressed her as ma
cousing, and la petite reine, and the Marquise
made all who approachied lier treat her asa qusen
indeed. In her caliinet de toilette ghe recelved
—it was the custom for grand dames to receive
during the toilette even in Eogland, as we
may ses by Hogarth’s Marriage a-la-Mode—a
few of the higheat princes, dukes, and minis-
tere of State, to talk over matters of State,
and matters of scandal; bhut no one was per-
mitted to st down. There was but a single
fauteunil in the room, and that she oooupied.
For the king she would order a chair to be
brought; but it was so doue as to mark it ag
an exceptional favor.

Choizsy was the most splendid of her man-
gions, but she was proudest of Dallavue, as
her own oreation. It was built for her by
Landureau; Delisle laid ont the grounds; the
decorations were exeouted by Boucher, Van-
loo, and Pigalle. *1 have madeit & pretty
place,’’ ghe told her friends, “'but without any
kivd of maguificence.” Without any kind of
wagutficence ! yet fiftesn Liundred workmen
were occupied for two whols years upon it,
ond she expended three million livres—say
£120,000—unpon the decorations alone, Truly,
Antoinette Poisson had come to have right
royal notions of the magnificent.

Her patronage of literature and art i3 that
which shows thie Marguise in the most favor-
able light, and Las ocast a halo arouund her

memory in the eyes of ler countrymen.
Voltaire, Rounsseru, Crebillon, Mar-
montsl, the encyclopedists enerally,
were weloomed with gmilea to
her earlisst salon, and received varions

her a generous patron. She guve Quesnay an
appointment in Ler honssliold; Bafon through
her influence obtained his place in the Jardin
des Plautes, and she (donbtless ont of the
vational purse) defrayed the cost of printiug
the firet edition of his “Histoire Naturelle.”?
Aud these amre but a few out of a hundred
slmilar acts of munificeuce.

There is o thio small follo volame, greatly
prized by collectors, but very rarely met with,
for but few copies were struck off, that
way be regarded &8s the most authentic
memoricl of the Marguiss’s devotion to the fins
erts, It iz entitled *“Snites d'Fstampes exu-
cutees parMadame la Marquise de Pompadour,””
pnd contains in all some seventy plates.
They are cobiefly after gems, by J. Guay, bot
two or three are from carvings in ivory, and
Lalf a dozen are mythological avd infantile
groups sfter Boucher. Saveral are dated, and
the dates range from 17561 to 1705; they waere
executed, therefore, during the most brilligut
period of her reign. The subjects ara clas-
gical and allegorical, treated in the fanciful
manper of the time. The drawings seem
to have been mostly made by Vien and
Doucher. Technical critica find a good
deal of differenge in the handling; and
it i3 possgible the DMarguise may Lave bLad
agsistance in the manipulative detsils, but
nearly all the prints bear the signatnre *' Pom-
padonr, sculpt."” When first publizshed satir-
15ts made themselves merry with some of tha
gubjects. In ome, Lonis XV figured noda as
‘“Apolloe couronuvant le Genie des Arts,” and it
was gravely queri«d who could have gerved as
the model—the ultimate soggestion being the
Abbe Deruis—more remarkable for obesity
rather than grace. In other plates the king
appears &3 Hercoles; the Marguise at Victory,
lint the Marquise best loved to ses hersalf as
Minerva, either as “Protectrice of the Arts, "
where, that there might bs no mistake in the
identideation, the goddess, instead of the mgis,
bears ou ber shisld the anns of Pompadour;
or a¢ the “Protectrice ot France,'' as she is
figured on the roysl seal, holding in one haud
the national esentcheon, in the other the regal
geeplre,

Whatever may be thought of the truth or
taste of the latter assumption, there cau ba no
jnestion of Ler right to the former title, Har
patronage was, indeed, extended to the whole
range of Fremch art, Painting, sculptars,
architectnre, were all encouraged by her with
a royal dieregard of cost that no sovereign had
exceeded and few approachied. Boaocher, Van-
loo, Wattean, Greuze, Pigalls, were pensioned
or liberally enconraged, nud the vounger and

legs eminent artists found in Ler & warm
friend. Under her auspices the sohool of
Rome was reorganized and exiended, the

grand prize founded, sod the exhibition esta-
blished., Had she lived long enough, Napo-
leom 111 would hardly have needed to rebuild

Bul ona of the most remarkable of har
artistic plaus was the foundntion of the famons
porcelain works at Bavres, Bevres was alinost

entirely ber creation.  For the factory she set
apnart a palace, provided with beantifal gar-
,fu'.ll;'..hil..-, cannls, and whalever coald
add to the charm of the place, or the pleasure
of the workmen, for she procured
varions immunities and privileges, including
the muoh-prized liberty of hunting in the
forest as well as the petite ohasgse, The manu-
factur® ilaelf ehe watched over with the groat-
et interest, frequently visiting the works,
gnggenting new objects and new desigus,
sowetimes furnishing designs  herself, or
making allerations in those Inid before her,
or proposing mnow combinations oolor,
Cholce works were executed at her desire,
avd l-“';;‘t.l by eminent arlists in order to

fal mode of winning her favor, and she soon
had the ha{)pinew to find the taste for Sevres,
eipecially her own favorité pate tendre, beoome
arage. The true old Bevres is perhaps aa
good an illnstration of her artistio taste as can
be found. Elegant, brilliant, luxurious, you
have in it the genulpe Arl Pompadour, as it
was designated by Frenoh oritios, the art that
has colored every subseqent species of Freuch
deslgn, and gome little difference of style is
the prevalent Parisinn art of to-day,

Well would it have besn had she been con-
tent to direct the arts of France. But ghe
became ds moch the raler of the state coun-
¢l a9 she was of the atelisrs. Ministers ware
made and disgraced at her bidding, and to her
IFrance owed the most disgraceful and deso-
Inting of Ler wars, and maoh of ths misery of
her people. *‘Even the administration of the
Dno de Choigeul,”” the ablest of theuinisters
of Leuis XV., a8 Villemain has truly said,
“subordinated iteslf to her frivolons and pro-
fane influence,'” It was under this inflaenos

intolerable and contemptible, and the poverty
aud oppresgion of the mnsses were strained to
the utmost. The reign of the Pompadour was
the preparation of the HRevolution. Apres
nous le deluge, 8ald her iguoble mastor, aund it
came qulckly.

The last years of the Marquize wero full of
bitterness. She was constantly ill; always
weary. Bhe kopew that she was hated by the
nation, envied and despised by the Courts No
nrts could conceal the loss of her beanty, and
ghe had to endure the indifference of her once
impassioned lover, and the gibes of merciless
and irrepresaible sativiets. The subjection of
Louis to her opinlons had grown into 8 habit;
